HOUSTON, Va., June 27.—Judge 
Barksdale, on convening court for the 
fourth day of the Loving murder trial, 
this morning, ruled that evidence offered 
by the State to disprove the story told 
by Miss Elizabeth Loving to her father 
of her ruin at the hands of Theodore 


Estes, should. not be submitted to the 


jury. 

The Court held that the character of 
the girl, or the character of the man 
her father killed, was not the issue, and 
that the truth or falsity of her story 
to her father could have-no bearing on 
the case. 

The witnesses who had been sum- 
moned to impeach Miss Loving were 
excused, and the State called T. H. Mc- 
Ginnis, a Lovingston liveryman, to the 
stand in rebuttal. McGinnis saw Judge 
Loving a moment before the latter killed 
Estes. The witness testified that Lov- 
ing asked for Estes. The witness told 
Loving he thought Estes was in a car 
and Loving started in the direction in- 
dicated. 

The only evidence Judge Loving 
showed of excitement, according to Mc- 
Ginnis, was that his face was red. Me-

“I told Mr. Lindsay myse}lf,”’ said he,

$10,000 to Make City Good. 

During a recent executive conference 
of the promoters, Mr. Lindsay asked 
for $10,000 to make St. Louis a good city. 

There was no response. 

“Of course,’’ said Mr. Lindsay, ‘‘if I 
can't get that much I will take what- 
ever you see fit to give. It is the cause 
rather than the money to support it that 
l am interested in. About $10,000 a year 
ought to be sufficient for all purposes." 

The sum of $400 was raised at the 
meeting and this, the directors said, 
should defray expenses for a month. 

Mr. Lindsay announced that Detective 
Salyer’s services had been dispensed 
with. 

Attorney William H. O’Brien, member 
of the Board of Management, said he 
didn't approve of the “‘spotter’’ system 
and he believed the League would muke 
a mistake if it attempted to act inde- 
pendently of the regularly constituted 
police authorities. 

“Mr. Lindsay urged me to join the 
League,’’ said Mr. O'Brien, “but, of 
course, I am free to quit whenever | 
dtcagrte with the League's policies, | 
Want everything to be open and above 
board. I am convinced there is room in 
this great city for a law-enforcement 
organization. We can do a lot of good, 
but we must have the help of the 
newspapers and the proper authorities. 

“The League will not look to any par- 
ticular individual for its success.

St. Louis, June 22.—In response ‘o 
your request for information as to plans 
and purposes of the ~‘issouri Law En- 
forcement League, we ] eg to submit the 


following statement: 

1. History—The Missouri Law Enforce- 
men League is a new organization. it 
is the outgrowth of more than two 
years’ experience as State superintend- 
ent of the Missouri Anti-Saloon League 
This particular league has three distinct 
departments—‘‘agitation, legislation and 





law enforcement.’’ In the prosecution | 
of the work of this last department, | 
particularly in the city of St. Louis} 
and in the counties adjoining, we found! 
it necessary to organize specifically for | 
said work. This led to the employment | 
of a limited secret service force, an at- | 
torney and the establishment of close | 
connection with the Police Department 
of St. Louis. 


To Improve Public Morals. 


This work prove? eminently success- | 
ful, but overreached that contemplated | 
by the constituti-> of the national ace 
ganization. This led to a difference of | 
opinion as to said work, and since the | 
large majority of our constituency had | 
contributed specially to this phase- of 
the work, there was no other course to 
pursue than t»% organize specially for | 
said work, only on broader lines. This | 
led to the organization of the Missourl | 
Law-Enforcement League, not for the | 
purpose of in any way antagonizing the | 
work of the Anti-Saloon League, but for | 
the purpose of co-operating in the en- 
forcement of all laws affecting public | 
morals. 

2. Purpose. As already indicated, the | 
Missouri Law-Enforcement League has 
in view such c»%-operation with all reg- | 
ularly constituted authority as will ma- |! 
terially aid in the enforcement of law. | 
It does not pos: as a censor of private | 
morals, nor a it set itself up as a; 
“reform” institution. It has specifically | 
in view the public welfare of the city 
and State, and stands ready to co-oper- 
ate in every way possible for the pro- 
tection of society against those who 
would undet.nine and destroy the peace 
and happiness of the home. It also 
stands for improved laws and 
faithful execution of law, and is 
ready to co-operate with all public of- 
ficials in the maintenance of the su-

kor the most part, it is our purpose to 
supplement and assist those whose busi- 
it is to enforce law in the per- 
formance of their duty. Our experience 
has demonstrated the fact that many 
times officers are more or less handi- 
capped in their work and need the as- 
sistance of just such an organization as 
proposed. In point of facet, we have. 
been called upen many times during the 
past two yéars for co-operation and our 
work has produced immediate results. 
This is no reflection upon the police de- 
partment of the city, nor upon public 
officials. But it must be remembered 
that we are confronted by a ‘condition 
and not a theory,’ so tinat the presence 
of a strictly non-partisan and non-polit- 
ical organizaticn for law-enforcement is 
a sine qua non to civic welfare and civic 
righteousness, 

4. Organization: Our League is al- 
ready well organized so far as the city 
of St. Louis is concerned, and it is our 
rurpese to extend such organization out 
over the State rapidly 
Already there are calls to this end, but 
we are not in a position to respond at 
present. The men who are associated 
in the formation of the League are men 
cf high standing and charactér, and 
who, through their executive commit:ee, 
pass upon all plans and measures before 
they are put into execution. The gen- 
eral policy of the League. therefore, 
will be conservative and sane, and wor- 
thy the endorsement and co-operation 
of all who stand for the moral and civie 
welfare of the State.

Rockefeller, president; William Rocke- 
_ feller, John DP. Archbold and Henry H. 
Rogers, vice-presidents; W. H. Tilford, 
treasurer; C. M. Pratt, secretary; Wil- 
liam P. Howe, assistant treasurer, and 


Charlies T. White, assistant secretary. 

Officers of the Indiana company sub- 
penaed are: J. A. Moffett, president; 
W. P. Cowan, vice-president; G. W. 
Stahl, secretary and treasurer; H. E. 
Felton, president of the Union Tank 
Line, and E. A. Wann, former general 
freight agent of the Chicago & Alton 
Railroad, also have been served with 
subpenas. 

The issuance of the subpenas was the 
direct result of the refusal] of the at- 
torneys of the Standard Oi} Co. yester- 
day to inform the Court of the finan- 
cial condition of the Indiana company. 
Judge Landis replied that he was en- 
titled to that information in connec- 
tion with the imposing of fines and in- 
tended to have it. He *thereupon di- 
rected the District Attorney to prepare 
subpenas for such officials of the In- 
diana company, or for any officers of 
the controlling corporation who might 
have the information desired. 

The Standard Oil Co. of Indiana was 
indicted on the charge of using illegal 
freight rates tendered to it by the Chi- 
cago & Alton Road and after a long 
trial was found guilty on 146- counts of 
the indictment. A maximum fine of $20,- 
000 is allowed on each count. 

Before passing sentence, Judge Lan- 
dis announced that it was his custom to 
proportion the fine according to the 
financial condition of the defendant, 
and asked for specific information re- 
garding the financial condition of the 
Standard Oil Co. This information he 
has been unable to obtain and the sub- 
penas were the consequence. 

It was said in the office of District 
Attorney Sims that the subpenas will 
be sent East today for service.

KING SILENTLY 
“AND STUICALLY 
GOES TO DEATn 


Negro Murderer Does Not 
Speak After Leaving Cell 
for Gallows. 











Benath a canopy of red and white 
cloth, John King, colored, walked to 
his death in the back yard of the Jaii 
Thursday morning. He was hanged 
for the murder of Hallie Douglas. Not 
a word escaped his lips from the time 
he was taken from his cell. 

The trap was sprung at 6:08 a. m., 
and at 6:21 King was pronounced dead. 
The noose was adjusted by Sheriff 
Waldo P. Hines of St. Charles County, 
while the trap doors through which 
King’s body swung into eternity were 
released by Deputy Sheriff John Was- 
ser. Sheriff Louis Nolte superintended 
the hanging. The execution was pro- 
nounced by men who have witnessed 
man yprevious ones to have been, with- 
out exception, the most orderly ever 
conducted in the St. Louis Jail yard. 

Thirty persons witnessed the execu- 
tion. The usual mob present at other 
hangings was not permitted to see 
King die. The canopy which extended 
from.the Jail to the scaffold prevented 
many from looking on from housetops 
and telegraph poles. 

King Was Entirely Calm. 

King was the calmest person in the 
crowd. His spiritual adviser, lather 
Daniel McErlane, remained with. him 
all night and up to the end cheering 
him with kind words ang offerings of 
bprayer. King sat up unfil midnight 
Wednesday listening to funny stories 
related by “‘Parson’’ Wilburn, a negro, 
who is waiting to go to the Peniten- 
tiary for perjury. At 2 4. m. King was 
fast asleep and remained so until short- 
ly before 6 o'clock. He did not care 
for a meal when he arose, contenting 
himself with an orange and a ciga- 
rette. 

From the appearance of the Jail’s in- 
terior King might have been the only 
prisoner awake up to the time of the 
execution. Not a sound was heard from 
any of the cells, and not a prisoner's 
face could be seen. 

Shortly after 6 o’clock King ceased 
pacing the Jail floor and was taken 
into his cell, where a _ straightjacket 
was placed about his body. He was then 
led through the women's” quarters, 
which had been emptied, to the scaf- 
fold. The guests, most of whom were 
officials, witnessed the hanging from a 
platform directly in front of the gal- 
lows. ; 
Done Quickly and Quletly. 

After King had signified that he did 
not care to make a statement the black 
cap was placed over his head and the 
noose was adjusted. Sheriff Hines said 
“Ready,” just as he tightened the rope 
about King’s neck, and like a streak 
of lightning King’s body shot through 
the trap. The execution was carried 
on so quietly and rapidly that those 
present hardly had time to realize 
what had happened when it was, all 
over. 

For 18 minutes King’s body hung at 
the end of the eight-foot drop before 
Drs. J. C. Lebrecht and W. F. Mar- 
tin pronounced him dead. Sheriff Nolte 
then requested the spectators to leave 


the Jail yard while King’s body was 
being cut down and carried into the 
Morgue. The entire proceeding from 
the time King was taken from his cell 
occupied only 20 minutes, during which 
not a word was spoken by anyone but 
those engaged in the cctual work. King 
shot anc kilie@ Haiie Doughlas Nov. 
98, 190%, in a fit of jealous rage. He 
was iy years oid at the time.

“It is necessarily a matter of the 
gravest responsibility and of extreme 
delicacy for the courts to interfere by 
injunction with the operation of a law 
passed by one of tthe co-ordinate 
branches of Government, but the con- | 
stitutional limitations placed upon the 
powers of legislative bodies for the pro- 
tection of the people must be interpreted 
by some tribunal. a

the courts of law and itis as much their 
duty to protect individuals in the rights  —~ 
guaranteed to them by the fundamental ;

The courtroom was well filled when 
the work of impaneling a jury began at 
10:30 a. m. The Misses Weil were 
dressed precisely alike in dark skirts 
and white shirtwaists, with cream-col- 
ored hats. They sat together and 
showed no interest in the selection of 
the jury. Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Newton conducted the prosecution and 
the young women were represented by 
Henry M. Walsh and Mortimer B. Levy. 

The case was called Tuesday, and 
Walsh told Judge Williams the young 
women were not responsible for their 
act and should be released because they 
were suffering from emotional insanity. 
Judge Williams said if they were not 
sane they should be committed to an in- 
stitution, and if they were, they should 
be punished. Walsh asxed for a contin- 
uation to Thursday to prepare his case. |

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THE 2-CENT FARE ISSUE. 

- Attorney-General Hadley has agreed with the 
railroad attorneys to take the 2-cent fare issue 
direct to the United States Supreme Court, but 
it is probable that the decision of the issue will 
be of small consequence. The railroads have put 
the 2-cent rate into effect in the states where 
2-cent fare laws were passed, and the rate has 
been adopted for interstate traffic. The 2-cent 
fare law, therefore, will have a thorough test and 
the probability is that it will prove a blessing in 
disguise to the railrvads. 

Informal. reports concerning the railroad busi- 
ness in this State indicates unusual traffic under 
the stimulus of the 2-cent fare. By reason of it 
the railroads are cutting out special low rates to 
classes of travelers which have hitherto been 
favored. They are cutting out passes which, it 
has been estimated, in this State alone in one 
year amounted to $500,000 for transportation on 
account of politics. Many shrewd railroad men 
hold that a low uniform rate, coupled with the 
cutting out of discriminating rates to favored 
classes and the elimination of even the worst 
abuses of the pass evil, will be profitable to the

In 1906 the United States alone showed total is- 
sues of $1,637,000,000, or more than 43 per cent 
of the world’s total for 1905. 

From Jan. 1 to June 15, 1907, American securi- 
ties were issued or authorized to the amount of 
$1,350,000,000. Should this rate of increase con- 
tinue throughout the year, the United States will 
show for 1907 authorized issues aggregating more 
than 75 per cent of the world’s total for 1905. This 
takes no account of ordinary commercial borrow- 
ing, but only of stock and bond issues and au- 
thorized issues of corporation negotiable paper. 
To the unprofessional mind of the mere out- 
sider, these facts appear full of meaning, rich in 
the raw material for logical explanation of present 
apathy. The everyday understanding, discovering 
symptoms of indigestion, doesn’t seek explanation 
in astrology, but in everyday vulgar overfeeding.

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THE ISSUE DEFINED IN OKLAHOMA. 
Since the beginning of government in Ameri- 
can states, it has always been held, with practi- 
cally no dissent, that when the people are repre- 
sented by a constitutional convention in forming 
or re-forming a commonwealth, that convention 
represents their final power of self-government, 
subject to review only under the Constitution of 
the United States, by the Supreme Court of the 
United States. 

The Territorial Supreme Court of Oklahoma 
has been wise in refusing to oppose its minor 
authority to this precedent.

If the people of Oklahoma adopt as a whole the 
Constitution. which will now be submitted to 
them, the question of the binding power of any 
section of it is not a question for territorial offi- 
cials, for Federal executive officers or for anyone 
else as a final question, except for the justices of 
the Supreme Court of the United States.

Stock market operators, particularly in New 
York, continue in a state of pained surprise over 
the fact that the new or non-professional buyer is 
not contributing in any degree to the restoration 
of “confidence” in securities deals.

$15,000,000 WORTH OF CARS 


Lines. in Both East and West Are 
Making Heavy Expen- 
ditures. 

(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.\ 
NEW YOuK, June 27.—The Harriman, 
Gould and other large railroad systems 
have placed car contracts within the 
last few days calling for an expenditure 
of upward of @#,000,000 and orders are 
pending for cgrs to the value of fully 
$10,000,000 mo®®. Heavy contracts are 
also about to be given for locomotives 

for use on Eastern lines. 

The principal contracts call for 14,100 
freight cars. The Harriman lines have 
ordered 6000 refrigerator cars. The Mis- 
sourt Pacific has contracted for 7000 
freights. 

The most. important contracts pending 
are for the New York Central lines. It is 
understood in railroad equipment cir- 
cles that specifications are being pre- 
pared for 60uv cars, 3500 of which will be 
ordered within the next few weeks.

: Finally Reached an 
Agreement. 





CHICAGO, June 27.—An agreement be- 


tween shippers and the railroads, the 
dream of American commerce in the 
form of a uniform bill of lading, prac- 
tically has been agreed upon. Repre- 

~ * 
sentatives of commercial interests and 
all the trunk lines of the country have 
settled upon the form of the new Dill 
and the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion has concurred. It will be = sub- 
mitted for the ratification of the rail- 
road and commerciu! interests of the 
cOuntry early in July. 

Carriers to Be Held for Losses. 

The effect of the ratification will be 
to make the new bill of lading a part 
of the interstate commerce law. The 
Shippers then will have the thong for 
Which they have clamored for the last 
cecade—a-. railroad receipt binding on 
the carriers The negotiations have 
heen thus far carried on by railroad 
Tepresentatives and members of the 
Roard of Directors of the Illinois Man- 
ufacturers’ Association and the Ameri- 
can Shippers’ Association. 

The new bill will hold the initial road 
and its connections liable for a ship- 
ment from the time it is delivered to 
the company until it is delivered to the 
<onsignee at its destination. 

Pressed Matter Three Years. 

The Illinois Manufactures Associa- 
tion and the American Shippers’ Asso- 
ciation have pressed the matter before 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
for three years. The condition was 
ugreed upon at a conference May 24 
and 25 in Chicage and placed hefore the 
Interstate Commerce Commission with 
the view of having them incorporated 
Into a law that would be mutually pro- 
tective. It was agreed that a draft of 
the ill of lauding and conditions would 
be submitted to the railroads and com- 
mercial interests of the country early 
in July.
